The Conservative and Unionist Major! 
ties Thus Far Amount 
to KJ8 Seats. 

A Oreat Day for the Salisbury Gov 
eminent— John Morley's Elec- 
tion Doubtful. 



London, July 17.— Tho result of to-day'a 

polling leaves the differont parties In the

Tho Unioniab wavo to day swept with 
greater force than over ovor Groat Britain. 
With fewer polls, the Unionists gained four- 
toon Bents, while tho Liberals did not gain 
a single seat, and, in tho bulk of oases, had 
1 hard light to retain thoir old seats, their 
maj iritioa being again gonerally reduced. 
The Liberals were ulmoat wiped out in Lon- 
don. Out of fiftoou contests in 
the metropolis thoy lost bIx seats. 
The returns from London are now 
comploto, except Wandsworth, which will 
bo declared to-morrow. Oat o' U2 members 
from the Metropolis 51) aro Unionists and 
eight are Liberal. The Conservative ma- 
jorities h»vo been heavily Inoroaaed to-day. 
Tho total Conservative gains were 54 against 
10 for tho Liberals. iThus tho Conserva- 
tives havo a majority of sixty in the new 
House of Commons. 

Tho rroat exciting contest of tho day was 
at Weat Leeds, where Rfc. Hon. Herbert 
Gladstone rotaiued his seat by a greatly re- 
duced majority against Col. North. The 
figurea woro so nearly equal that Col. North 
askod for rocouot, which contirmed the 
election of Mr. Gladstone. Tho figures be- 
ing : North, 5,218 ; Rb. Hon. Herbort 
Gladstone, 0,314— Liberal plurality 95. At 
tho last election tho Liboral plurality was 
353, the Liberal loss thuB being 257. 

Othor woll known men elcoted to-day 
were Right Hon. Geo. N. Curzon, Mr. Syd- 
ney C. Burton, Right Hon. Jbb. Lowther, 
Right Hon. Sir George Otto Trevelyan and 
Mr. Gerald Balfour. 

The Llborals aro anxious about Newcastle, 
which will be decided to morrow. It is 
doubtful whothor Right Hon. John Morlcy 
will be elootcd. 

Tho Djily News (Liberal) declares that 
tho Liberal defeat in London was partially 
duo to the local veto bill. VcBterday's re- 
sults in London Bhow that) tho masses are 
more afraid of local option than of home 
rule, but tho Daily Nowa is hopeful of a 
change of opinion bofore long. 

Tho Times giveB prominence to a letter 
signed by Mr. Sb. Clair McKolway, editor 
of the Brooklyn Eagle, in which Mr. Mo- 
Kelway says he rogarda the eleotions in 
Great Britain as a check to tho socialist 
tendency, and theroby of value to every 
division of tho English Bpeaking world. 

There aro lively times at Leeds to-day, 
especially in tho west division, whore Col. 
North, tho Conservative candidate, is said 
to have good prospeots of defeating the 
Liboral candldato, Herbert Gladstone, son 
of the Rt. Hon. W. E. Gladstone. Col. 
North with his family, and a half-dozen sec- 
retaries and a number of servants and 
horses 1b occupying tho principal hotel and 
conducting a clover campaign. Ho points 
particularly to tho humble oottage in the 
poor part of the town where he was born. 
Col. North's speechoB, though not noted for 
their grammatical correctness, take with 
tho poorer classes. 

Sir William Vornon Haroourt, speaking 
at Aberdeon to-day, said he aocopted tho 
honor of contesting Wost Monmouth In the 
cause of temperance. He added he was a 
firm Liberal and would Btlck to the Grand 
Old Man, oven if ovoryono else deserted 
him. 

Tho Chronicle {Liberal) says this morning 
that) it does not share in the enthusiasm for 
the immediate return of Sir W. Harcourt, 
adding, " Wo should almost have counselled 
a temporary retirement to his owu fireside, 
if his renewed leadership of tho party ia tc 
bo a pluguo of a local vetoiat. policy. We 
should ltko a little timo to reflect upon tho 
situation." 

It ia doubtful whothor er-Promior Stam- 
buloti will survive until to-morrow. Hope 
has been abandonod of his recovery. 

Tho Frankfurter Xeitung publishes an in- 
terview which its represontatlvo had with 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria at Carlsbad 
Tho Prince ropudlatod tho charge that ho cr 
tho Bulgarian government woro awaro of 
tho intended attack upon M. Stambuloff, or 
that thoy incited tho plotters. 

A Rio do Janeiro correspondent tolo- 
grapha that tho cablnot will not accept the 
terms of peace offered by both of the re- 
volting bands in tho stato of Rio Grande do 
Sul. A squadron composed of five vosboIs 
hae boon orderod to tho Btatlon in tho river 
Rio do La Plata. 

Gonoral Alfaro will on Thursday march at 
tho hoad of hiB army to diroob operations 
personally in the interior of Eouador. Pub- 
lic opinion in Quito is daily growing In hiB 
favor, but it may bo nocoBsary for him to 
fight bocauae of tho intorforonoo of olerioal 
influonoo. Tho ontiro ropublio Bouth of 
Guayaquil is taking [s'epB to recognize tho 
government oatabliehod provisionally by 
Alfaro. 

Tho proposal of the papal nnnolo to I«Cj aa 

arbitrator in tho disputo botwoon Peru and 
Bolivia regarding tho allogod outragoB by 
Caoerist forooa during tho oivil war, has 
been aocopted. 

A Montevideo diapatoh says that tho as- 
sembly has votod $2,000,000 to increase tho 
numbers and oUiolency of tho army, whioh 
will bo raisod by froeh taxation. This step 
has boon taken in viow of the alleged 
troubles botwoon Chili and the Argontine. 

An African lady, MIbs Maltby, has ob 
tainod tho degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
at tho Goottingon University, Gormany.

PERMANENT PEiCE. 

Unsola Friendly to Japan and China Deter- 
mined to Stand by Hor Agreement— 
The Currency Question. 

New York, July 17.— Shiniohiro Kurino, 
Japanese minister to tho U. S., says : "The 
war has lofb Japan in first rate shape. I 
think that poaoo Ib permanently assured. 
China manifests a determination to stand 
by her agroement and this has done much to 
win hor favor in Japan. You hear a great 
deal of talk about Russia's attitude and the 
probability of a clash between Japan and 
Russia over bound try settlements. That is 
nearly all talk. Russia is friendly to Japan. 
If sho wero not the treaty of three weeks 
ago would not havo boon completed. Ib is 
said that Jupan allowed Rusaia to impose 
upon hor in the settlements after tho 
war. That is wrong. Japan is nob afraid 
of Russia, bub she is consistent. Russia 
asked certain things and thoy were granted. 
Russia to-day ia as friondly to Japan as tho 
United Statea is, and so no war IB in sight." 

Mr. KurinoQwas askod about] tho report 
that thero was trouble between the mission- 
aries in Japan and the authorities, and that 
as a rosult the Japineea government would 
probably take all missiona under its super- 
vision, oxcepting thoso they bad troublo 
with. Mr. Kurino said : " That report Is 
wrong. I know of no trouble between tho 
Japanese governmenb and tho mlsaiunaries, 
and if there has been any it has been of a 
personal nature." Ho Baid further : "I 
have heard many people refer to Japan as a 
country whore tho freo and unlimited coin- 
age of silver is the financial policy. That 
Ib wrong, Some years ago this system was 
tried and the retulb waa that their money 
depreciated very muah in valuo. To-day 
we use ailvor aa far as ib is consistent with 
the financial safety of the country, bub the 
coinage of silver is limited. In a country 
which must have dealings wibh foreign 
oountrieB where gold Ib tho Btandard, the 
same system must bo observed, or the result 
will be complications and fluctuations whioh 
will do much to destroy a nation's credit 
outside of its domain."

Dalton McCarthy's Want of Confidence 
Motion Voted Down With 
ont Division. 



The Estimates All Disposed Of and 
Prorogation Expected on 
Saturday. 



OFF TO OKLAHOMA. 

Sudden and Secret Divorces Obtainable Under 
the Law of That Territory. 

Washington, July 17. — A handsome 
suite of office rooms has bs2n fitted up by 
five Oklahoma Iawyere, who propose to 
sooure " divoroes while you wait." The 
scheme is under the control of a syndicate. 
While Washington City is to be the central 
office for this part of the country, there are 
branoh offices in Pittsburg, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, the move gradually making 
its way to New York and even Boston. 
Tho law of Oklahoma provides that citi- 
zenship may be acquired in three months. 
Ac tho expiration of that time a divorce 
may be applied for, and in case thero is no 
defence, or the defendant does not appear, 
divorce may bo granted in lesB than four 
months from the time the applicant leaves 
Washington City. The defendant may not 
be oven apprised of what in going on. A 
wife disappears. The husband does not 
know whore and porhapa does not aare to 
know. She has simply gone to Oklahoma. 
If she is well off she Btays at one of the 
hotola. If she ia not well off, the man who 
wonts to marry her if divorced, toots the 
bill. Tho attorney in charge here Baid that 
there were about forty to fifty clients who 
had applied for divoroe. He mentioned 
among these the cases of two society people, 
bat declined to give their names at this 
stage of tho proceedings.

Hon. Mr. Lvurier said ho must vote 
against Mr. McCarthy, as he did not deBire 
to boo tho partieB divided into CatholicB and 
ProteBtants. 

The question was put at 2:40 a.m. Only 
Messrs. McCarthy and O'Brien rose to ask 
for a division, five members being necessary. 
The Speaker thereupon deolarod tho motion 
lost. 

Mr. McCarthy's failure to seouro a divi- 
aion waa greeted with uproarious laughter. 

The last items in tho oetimateB were dis- 
posed of to-night and prorogation ia expect- 
ed on Saturday.

A Toronto " World » Unmor EegarcVng the 
French Conservative Leaders. 

Touonto, July 17.— (Special)— Tho Tor- 
onto World's Montreal correspondent says 
ho is informed that the French Conservative 
loaders have given tho Queboo episcopacy to 
understand that they are aboub tired of 
fighting for a cause that does nob interest 
their province, as ib promisea to break up 
the Liberal Conservative party, and is being 
used for all ib is worth to advanoo tho poli- 
tical interests of Mr. Laurier and his party. 
They aro said to express the belief that if 
Moneeigneur Langevin and UltraB like 
Senator Bernier go to Premier Greenway in 
a propor spirit and, while foregoing their 
claims to control their eahoolfl, ask the 
Manitoba ministry to redress the real griev- 
ances of tho minority tho appeal will not bo 
made in vain. 



: TREACHERY AT PORT ARTHUR 

A Japanese Bald to Have Been in Command of 
Ono of the Chinese Forts. 

San Francisco, July 17. — Tho ease with 
which tho Japanoso captured Port Arthur 
during the recent war with China, ia ex- 
plained to some extent by an article in the 
Japan Gazette, which arrived on tho last 
stoamor. According to the Gazette, ono of 
the commanders of tho ChineBO fortB was a 
native of Japan, who acquired favor in the 
Chineso councils through long rosidenco in 
tho Flowery Kingdom, and intentionally 
cauBod the shots irom the guns to fall short 
of the Japanese warships. Having betrayed 
his adopted land for the land of his birth, 
this commander ia said to have uppeared 
before tho victorious Japanese generals and 
acknowledged his treason to tho Chinsae, 
and then committed suioldo in thoir pre- 
sence. 



BABY MURDER. 

A Toronto Ilnby Farmer Accused of Having; 
Made Away With a Number of 
Children. 

Toronto, July 17.— (Special)— Tho polioo 
aro investigating what may dovolop into a 
triple murder of babies but little less horri- 
ble than that of tho Pitzel children. A wo 
man dangerously ill was admitted to Sb. 
Michael's hospital yesterday and in her fear 
of death told the doctors that a woman liv- 
ing next door to heron Victoria street kept 
an unlioonBed baby farm. Three babies 
had, sho said, been recently taken in and all 
had disappeared. The sick woman said Bhe 
had soon the last one murdered by tho baby 
farm keeper and desoribed bhe murder.

Rossland station, Ontario, to-day. Tor- 
rance came to Rat Portage from Montreal, 
and was heavily interested in mining.

Pacific telegraphs, passed through the city- 
to-day in the private car Metapedia, en 
route to Alaska.

John, tho preseuo editor-in-chief, will relin- 
quish charge of tho editorial department, 
but will remain with the Freo Proas until 
other arrangements aro mado. 

By tho bursting of a Bteam pipe In the 
power house of tho Winnipeg electric rail- 
way bhiB evening two tiremon, named Cum- 
minga and Montgomery, wore badly aoald- 
od. The accident caused tho suspension of 
eleotrlo street railway traffio for several 
hours, resulting in groat inoonvenienco to 
tho crowds who were flocking to tho indus- 
trial exhibition grounds.

Vancouver, July 17. — Muil advices from 
tho Homily und Cariboo mines wero ro- 
oelved this evening. Tho oleim-up at the 
Horsefly amounts to$l.'5,500. Suporintend- 
nfc Hobaon ia not) disappointed at the result, 
as they are working now on what ia known 
as "kidney" comont, an oxtremoly hard 
substance that it does nob pay to crush with 
the present appliances, and is vory dlilloult 
indeed to work in uny other way. There is 
abundance of wator, and when tho hard 
cement ia removed and pay-dirt is reached, 
tho results, 'it is anticipated, will bo very 
dilFuront. V\ ork on the Cariboo mine is 
practically stopped for want of water, but 
the nino-milo pipo line is being extended to 
Policy's lako, and by tho first weok of 
August it is oxpooted "2.000 inohos of water 
T?ill bo available. 

Green, tho oonfidenco man who worsted 
Portland, Tacoma and Seattle and tried to 
work Vancouver, came up for hearing this 
morning and was oommitted for trial. 

Four und a half tons of strawberries were 
sold off tho Aberdeen farm at Vernon this 
■eaaon. There are 27 aoros of hops on the 
Governor-General's estate this year. Hia 
Excellenay expects to recoivo $SO,000 for 
themf if priooa rule fair. There are twolve 
tons of apples on the farm, and acres upon 
»cres of wheat. The wheat fields at Vernon 
arc a pefect picturo just now. For milea 
and miles this rioh grain ia soon, some green 
and some just ready for tho reaper. 

A sale of shares in the botanic Creek 
Gold Mining Company will bo held on Tues- 
day, July 23. Those shares are being of- 
fered for sale for tho purpose of raising 
working capital. 

The city engineer ascertained the causo of 
tho bituminous pavement crumbling away 
near the tram track. It is said to bo due 
to tho oil used by the company on their 
cars.

The steamer Lottie, which arrived from 
Victoria under engagement by the Dominion 
fisheries department, is beached at K wen's 
slough, having broken her shaft. This will 
prevent her doing patrol work for two or 
throe days until the shaft is again in work- 
ing order. 

At the Brunette mills two new shafts aro 
being prepared for the bark Northwest, to 
take the place of those damaged during the 
recent fire. The bark will complete her 
cargo of lumber at the mill and then bo 
towed acrosa to Port Townsend, where Bhe 
will be refitted with apara, sails and rigging, 
after which she will proceed on her voyage 
to San Francisco. 

The Brunette Saw Mill Company are re- 
newing tho planing machino shop, which 
was only partially destroyed by the late fire, 
and aro also completing other arrangements 
to enable them to continue their box-making 
business. 

The orphanage at Sapperton caught fire 
yosterday from the furnaoe. The fire was 
put out before muoh damage was done.

THE FITZEL MURDER. 

Holmes, Accused of the Child Murders at 
Toronto, Hollered to lie Responsible 
for Other Homicides. 

Toronto, July 17. — Private advicos re- 
ceived hero from Philadelphia say that H. 
H. Holmes has invented a clover ruse to 
provent hia boiog tried beforo a Canadian 
jury. Ho inttuda plodding guilty to the 
oharge of murdering Howard Piizel In 
Djtrolt, as there is no capital punishment 
law in Michigan. Tho fact of Holmes 
boing sentenced in that state will provent 
his being extradited to stand tho charge of 
murdering tho Pitzel children in Toronto. 
This moaoB he will escape tho gallows. 

Philadelphia, July 17. — The finding of 
the bodies of tho two Pitzel children in 
Toronto created a sensation in police circles 
in this aity. Tho authorities aro oonvinced 
thoy were murdered by tho arch conspirator 
H. H. Holmes alius Mudgett, now in prison 
on tho charge of conspiracy to defraud tho 
E'idelity and Mutual Life Insurance Asso- 
ciation of $10,000, obtained by Lawyer 
Jeptha D. Rowo, of Sc. Louis, representing 
the family of B. F. Pitzel, who, it is alleged, 
was killed in this city by an explosion of a 
chemical, and who shortly beforo had boen 
insured in tho Fidelity company. It 1b 
probable that the charge against Holmrs 
will be changed from conspiracy to murder, 
us it ia generally belioved that Pit/.sl is 
really dead. Just before Holmes was 
brought to trial ho mado a confession, in 
which ho said ho procurod a oorpso from 
New York, brought it to this city, and dis- 
figured it by chemicals und palmed it 
off successfully as the romaina of Pitzal. 
Aftor the confession Holmes' trial was post- 
poned until October. 

Doteotive Greyer, who found the bodies 
of tho children in Toronto, has been on the 
oase since September, 1894, when tho re- 
mains of tho bogus or genuino Pitzel wero 
found. Ho followed many clues furnished 
by President Foubo, of tho Fidolity and 
Mutual Insurance Association, und has boen 
confident from tho outset that the murder 
would be finally fastened upon Holmos. Ho 
thinks ho has clues that will lead to tho die- 
oovory of the fato of Minnie R. Williams, 
Holmes' Chicago stenographer, who Holmes 
says wont to England with tho two children, 
but whom Greyer believes Holmes to have 
murdered. There is a third child, a boy, 
yet to bo ucoountod for, who, it is believed, 
is murdered. 

H. H. Holmos alias Herman Mudgett, ac- 
cording to one interpretation of a remark 
made by htm, virtually confessed to the 
murder of tho two Pitzal children. It was 
leorncd at the oflioe of tho Distriot Attorney 
during a two hours' Interview Holmes had 
yesterday with three members of the Dis- 
trict-Attorney's stuff, ho said : " I suppose 
I'll awing for this." This is tho only re- 
mark from his lips which in any way would 
tend to criminate him, and tho District-At- 
torney takes this an a practical admission cf 
Holmes' guilt. Notwithstanding Holmes' 
remurk bis counsel says he can prove an 
iilibi in hia cliont's oase. He says Holmos 
was not in Toronto when the two children 
were murdered. This, he Btates, can bs 
proved by Mrs. Howard, Holmes' third wife, 
who is at present in Franklin, Ind. 

Indianapolis, July 17.— President Foure 
of the Fidelity and Mutual Life Assurance 
Co., Bays : " Everything points to the fact 
that Holmes plotted to deatroy the entire 
Pitzel family. We found a house in Detroit 
where Holmes and the boy Howard had 
been together, and there were traces of a 
huge fire built in the furnace, from which 
wo inferred that he burned the boy's oorpse. 
The belief ia also thali ho attempted to de- 
stroy Mra. Pitzel in Burlington, Vt., by hav- 
ing her handle a oan of nitro g'ycorine that 
bo left in the house she occupied. Should 
it be proven that Holmea murdered the 
children, it will be strong circumstantial 
evidence that ho killed their father. He 
undoubtedly will bo tried here for the latter 
crime." 

Chicago, July 17. — Mrs. Pitzal, the wife 
of tho man said to have been killod by 
Holmes, resides in this oity, at (iOUG Sanga- 
mon street. She ia very ill now and barely 
ablo to talk, but consented to a short inter- 
view. She said: "Of courso I know nothing 
about this mattor, us I have no means of ac- 
quiring information. I havo no doubt all 
my family havo been killed. I mado up my 
mind long ago that they wero dead, and the 
news from Toronto is no surprise to me. I 
believe tho boy was murdered alao."

THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

lb is romarkablo that In the preaonb elec- 
toral contest in Great Britain very little in- 
deed Booms to be said about tho House of 
Lords. The abolition or even tho reform of 
that body doea nob appear to be one of the 
issues before tho people. It was, some timo 
agfo, predicted that the next great political 
son test in Great Britain would bo between 
tho Poers and the People. Bub svo find 
that this is not tho oaae. Tbe Now York 
Herald, commenting upon the fact that 
thoro is no Buoh iaauo, saya : 

If bhore were, the Peers would go down 
like a row of ninepins. To aay that the 
people may vote one way or another, but 
never shall their wishes, influence tbe House 
Of Lords, is totally to misrepresent tho facts. 
The oxaot contrary is truo. It is an axiom 
of English politics — nay, it is moro than 
that, it is an aooepted constitutional doc- 
trine—that the Lords, whatever their privnto 
opinions may be, give way to tho clearly ex- 
pressed wish of the people. Lord Sails 
bury stated tho true view yesterday when 
he said that tho Houso of Lords resisted 
ohanges which woro not supported by a ma- 
jority of tho nation — those and thoao only. 

That is what they are there for. The soo- 
ond chamber is now the only constitutional 
moans of making suro thab there shall bo a 
deliberate decision by tho poople on consti- 
tutional questions. There is nothing else 
to prevent tho overturn of the existing con- 
stitutional fabric by a snap vote of the 
House of Commons any ovenlng between 
ten o'olook and mldnighb. Thoro ia in Eng- 
land no veto powor, no reference to the 
States — for thero are no States — no Supromo 
Court, no tribunal of any kind to which con- 
stitutional questions can bo roforrod, except 
the people. 

What should wo think of a proposal to 
abolish all theso existing satoguards and 
loiva the destinies of this nation to tho un- 
checked mercy of tho majority of tho House 
of Representatives for the time bolng 1 Yot 
thab Is what the English radicals want to do 
iu England. They would abolish the only 
safoguard thero is. It may not be tho best 
— lb ia far from being tho boat— bub it ia 
surely hotter than none. 

Tho Herald takoa the right viow of the 
caao. There is really no antagonism bo 
b^oen tho House of Lords and tho people of 
Groat Britain. The great body of tho poo 
pie feoi that this is tho caBa. When the 
Houso of Lorda threw out Mr. Gladstone's 
Homo Rula Bill tho pooplo of Great Britain 
did not utter a word oven of complaint. On 
tho contrary ib was ovidenb that 
they felb rolioved, that thoy bo- 
liovod thab a groat danger had 
been averted. Tho Radicals, although thoy 
tried vory hard, could not, after the rejoo 
tion of tho Homo Kule Bill, get up a ory 
againab the Houso of Lords. Tho altorna 
bivo to end it or mend it was no longer pop 
ular. It is evident bhat tho poople thon 
suw thab they must havo something hotwoon 
Jhem and a scratch majority of tho Houso of 
Commons, Tho Lords, on their part, havo 
conduoted themselves with raro disorotlon. 
They have causod it to be known that ib had 
become a rule with them not to place bhotn- 
aolvea in opposition to tho well understood 
wishes of tho pooplo, that when onoo the 
will of tho nation is clearly expressed 
they consider it their duty to act iu accord- 
ance with ib. In tho oaso of tho Home Rule 
Bill, they arguo, tho will of the nation waa 
not known, and what they really did was to 
glvo tho nation timo to consider it and an 
opportunity to oxpresa their wishoa with 
regard to it. That opportunity tho people 
of Great Britain aro having now, and ib Is 
ovidont bhab their verdict will be an om- 
phatlo approval of tho aotlon takon by tho 
House of LordB, Thoy now soo that 
if It were nob for thab action Homo 
Rulo would bo an accomplished 
faob, and bhe dlamombsrmonb of the 
Empire would havo oommenced, Sooing tho 
narrow eacapo thoy have had, wo aro nob ab 
all surprised that thinking Englishmen por- 
ooivo tho danger of abolishing tho only check 
that tho constitution provides to hasty legis- 
lation. If a citizen of tho Unitod Stateaeoos 
that tho Houso of Lords, ovon as It ia at 
present constituted, Ib nocoBsary to tho good 
government of England, In what light must 



It appear to the British alootor, who ia, after 
all, prudent and oonsorvative ? 

HIS PROPER MEASURE. 

Tho following extract from a vigoroua 
article in the MontroalGazsttoshows thab we 
are nob alone in tho conclusions ab which we 
have arrlvod with regard to tho tactics adopt- 
ed by tho Leader of tho Opposition in dealing 
with the Manitoba school quoation. With 
regard to tho speech with which Mr. 
Laurier prefaced the first of hia want of con- 
fidence motions, the Gazette saya : 

Mr. Liurior yosterday gave another 
oxamplo of his skill in talking about Mani- 
toba school developments without saying a 
word about hia attitude towards Manitoba 
schools. The loader of the Opposition In 
moving tho adjournment of the Houae of 
Commons under circumstances thab mado 
ihe occasion one of wanb of confidence, had 
much to say about the constitution, much 
to say about the duty of the Government to 
Parliament, much to say aboub the duty of 
Parliament, and much to say -bout tho im 
portanoo of all tho provincej, and ospocially 
of tho province of Queboo, being represented 
in the Government. But he hid no word to 
say about the iaauo out of which tho trouble 
Bprang, and in regard to which ho haa main- 
bainod an attitude of public Bilonco ever since 
it took on a sorious aspect. Mr. Lauder's con- 
duct Is absolutely unparalleled. No ono could 
imagino a political question coining to the 
front in Great Britain and remaining there 
more or leas prominently for years, and 
Mr. Gladstono or Lord Salisbury going 
about tho country making speeches, and Bib- 
bing in Parliament making speeches, and 
yot nevor d-zrinr; to venture an allusion that 
would indicate their personal views on the 
subject or tho line of conduct thoy thought 
their party Bhould take. Thoro haB nover 
been Buch an exhibition of cowardly oppor- 
tunism as that mado by tho Liberals on this 
Manitoba school question, which was raised 
by a Liberal provincial party for partisan 
purposes, and which has boon exploited by 
Liberals for partiBan purposes evor since. 

It would indeed be aingular if intelligent 
men of both parties in all parts of tho 
country havo not observed Mr. Laurier'a 
cunning reticence on tho most important 
subjoob thab bho Parliamenb of the Domin- 
ion haa ever had to deal with, and attributed 
It to a motivo unworthy a truo statesman 
and a man of courago. 

Since the apeoah so graphically doaoribad 
by the Gazette was delivered, Mr. Laurior 
haa made another motion of want of confi- 
dence. We have nob aeon a roporb of that 
speech, bub we venburo to say bhao it was 
as vaguo and as non-committal as the others 
he had previously delivered on tho same 
subject. 

AMERICAN OPINION. 

Tho Cornoll orew got very littlo sympathy 
from tho true sportsmen of the United 
States. Those mon do not bolievo in win- 
ning a race when there is no race, and thoy 
do not believe in men who have not learned 
to row and are, besides, badly trained taking 
upon thomaolvos to represent the Unitod 
States in a great English boat raao. This 
is how the New York Times scores tho de- 
feated Cornell mon : 

Tho Cornoll orew was beaten ab Henloy 
yeBterday obviously because ib had nob ac- 
quired tho art of rowing. It may and pro- 
bably is true that it also had nob acquired 
the art of training for a race, and that sev- 
eral of tho crow came to the start in a far 
from satisfactory physical condition. But 
that is equally tho result of ignorance. It 
takes an intelligent man to coach a crew bo 
aa to got tho best work out of it. But Cor- 
nell put its crew into tho handa of a man 
with whom ib waa diagraooful for a party of 
gentlemen to bo associated. Courtney was 
at one time a fast sculler, but ho was always 
a great coward and a tricky and dishoncet 
performor. When ho had agrood to row a 
man of whom he waa afraid, he used to fall 
ill and have accidontB happen to his boats. 
Evon if he had been an hono8t and plucky 
oarsman, ho ia not a man of education or 
Intelligence onough to bo iutruated with the 
training of a college crew. 

The results of his tuition aro what might 
have been expeotod. It ia quite truo that 
a crow can row a faster atroko for a mile 
and a quartor than It oan koep up for throe 
mlloa or four. How much faater ia a ques- 
tion that noeda Intelligent consideration on 
the part of the orow'a coach, which evi- 
dently in this caao ib did not gob. The 
orow atarted ut a stroke which ib not only 
could not keep up over the course, but ab 
which ib rowod itself to a standstill beforo 
tho courso waa half oovered. From that 
timo on it waa in a atato of collapse, and the 
exhausted oarsmen wore tumbling aboub in 
bho most holpleBa and ridiculous fashion. 

With regard to the heat that waB won 
without bolng rowod, the Timee is cqual'y 
hard on tho Cornell crow. Ib says : 

Thab a crow of Amorioan atudonta should 
not know how to row is of very much lcaa 
oonsequenoo than that it should not know 
how to hohavo, which is tho painful conclu 
slon thatmuBt bo drawn from the exhibition 
at Honloy. Tho umpire mado a mistake oc 
Tuesday in giving tho word to start beforo 
tho English crow was ready, a mislako which 
lie tried to amond by offering a special prize 
to bo racod for botwoon tho crow that won 
by a walk over and the crow thab was lefb 
at tho post. Obviously Cornoll, ovon if it 
had pulled ovor part of tho course through a 
misapprehension, should havo doclinod to 
take tho hoat until it had roally won lb. 
Tho question wop. tho same aa that sub- 
mitted to Sir Riohard Sutton whon the 
Puritan fouled the Gonesta and tho judges 
authorized him to sail over tho course and 
olaim tho race. Ho answered thab ho had 
come horo for a ruco and nob for a walk 
ovor. 

This is how United States citizens who 
aro gontlomon as woll aa sportsmen look up- 
on tho performances of the unfortunate stu- 
dents from Cornell. The criticism of the 
Times dooe nob err on the eido of lenity, and 
thero is not a traco of that spurious nation- 
ality thab makeB the uttoranoea of many 
Americans who aro noither gontlomon nor 
sportsmen on the subject so intonsely vul- 
gar and so stupidly offensive Ib ia unfor- 
tunate that it is thin latter olass who arc 
most conspicuous. This ie why Englishmen 
who are not well acquainted with the 
boat class of Americans bolievo that the 
loud voiced and coarao-naturod assortora of 
American olaims and American superiority 
roprosont tho American Bportamou gener- 
ally. They do not. Aa thoro woro found 
among tho English spectators of tho raco 
mon who spoko and acted in a manner dis- 
creditable to their alaes and their nation, so 
bhore aro in tho Unitod St&tos men who tako 
an intorost In sporta who do not posBoaa the 



Bpirit of sportsmen. But tho whole nation 
is not to bo judged by the way in which tho 
cads and the foola belonging to it oonduob 
themselves. 



LEGISLATION NEEDED. 

The general use cf tho bicycle appoars to 
call for a modification of tho lules of the 
road. The authorities generally, nob of one 
country but of many countries, look upon 
tho cyclists with suspicion and dislike which 
aro not very well concealed, and the 
cyclists aro accused of entertaining hub a 
very Blight regard for tho rights of humble 
pedestrians of all uges and both sexts. In 
Franco tho riderBonbioyolesare.ib seems, par- 
ticularly self-assertive and selfish. This haa 
caused tho Paris Figaro to write concerning 
thorn in tho following strain. It suggests that 
all pedestrians Bhall bo duly numborod and 
registorod, aud that they shall bo oompellod 
to ring a ball or blow a horn when crossing 
a street or meeting a bioyclo on a public 
road. At night all unmounted oltfzsna shall 
wear a lantorn suspondod from tho neck by 
means of a stout cord, and be furnished with 
regulation red side lighta. No oitizon Bhall 
proceed at a faBter rate than ono mile in two 
hours whilo within tho city limits, and this 
proviaion will particularly apply to mes- 
senger boya and pooplo who aro in tho 
habit of attending local conflagrations. 
Any pedestrian who gets knocked down by 
u bicyclo ahall bo mutated in a heavy am- 
ount for tho first offence, and for tho second 
ahall bo transported for life to some 
mountainous district. It is hoped 
that a Btrlot compliance with these regula- 
tions may do away with tho annoy inco and 
danger now attending tho use of ho bicycle. 

We do not think thab such drustlc legis- 
lation as this iB required to oatablish tho 
supremacy of tho bicyclo on tho streets and 
" blghwaye " of this country. But wo are 
of opinion thab some regulations should be 
drawn up and onforcod for tho comfort and 
the safety of both pedestrians and cyclists 
as well bb cf thoao who atill find it con 
veniont and indeed noceasary to move 
about tho city in vehlclea of one kind 
or another drawn by horses. Thero is, 
wo believe, a harsh civic regulation which 
forbida blcycliata using the aidowalka. This 
la fairly well observed, though we 
now and then boo the bicyclo 
riders asserting their supremacy by 
using them. Then the audacious podea 
trlan, whom the law doea not yot requiro bo 
hang a ball aboub hia or her neck, or wear a 
lantern, ie sometimes startled by seeing a 
bioyolo glldo past, of whose proximity 
he or sho has had no warning. This is wear- 
ing on the nerves, and porhapa a littlo dan- 
gerous. Thon wo sea that tho aldermen of 
aomo of tho oitiea are very much exorcise:!, 
about the coetume worn by some of the lady 
riders of bicycles. Thoy soem to think 
that a law regulating tho length and fashion 
of lady bicyclo rider's costumes in necessary 
for the preservation of good morals. 



VERY CAUTIOUS. 

Our contemporary the Times has become 
wondoi fully discreet. It quoteB largely and 
approvingly from Conservative nowspapors 
which do nob approve of tho course which 
bho Governuionb has baken on the Manitoba 
sohool question, but It takoB very good oare 
nob to commit itBolf to any expression of 
opinion of its own on tho subject. Why 
doeB our vory cautious contemporary not 
follow the oxamplo of tho Conaorvativo 
papers which it has bo auddonly learned to 
admire, and apeak out independently and 
plainly '! This beating about tho bush a la 
Laurior is very contemptiblo indeed. Does 
thollocal organ of tho Opposition require moro 
timo to come to a doolaion, or ia it waiting 
to boo how tho cat jumps V

A Long Sought Trinidad Embezzler Finds 
Himself in mi HandB of 
the Police. 

New Y'ork, July 17 — Arthur Nowsan, 
lato a magiatrafo over tho ialand o[ Trini. 
dad, hsa been arrested in Brooklyn upon 
tho chargo of ombrzzliug 5250,000 from es- 
tates of which he waB tho administrator. 
Ho lied from Trinidad oarly in 1893 Now- 
san waa arraigned before Commissioner 
Shields and said that ho would atrenuoualy 
resist extradition. Charles Fox, counsel 
for the British consul, upon whose affidavit 
Xiiwsan was arrested, asked that he 
bo committod to await tho arrival 
of tho evidence and affidavits 
lrom Trinidad and the commissioner com- 
mitted him. Noweat/a alleged embezzle- 
ments woro uot suspected until after ho had 
disappeared from the island. When ho waa 
located in Mow York, the chief of the 
Trinidad polico, whose namo ia CaBey, 
started for this city with a warrant, but 
could not find Nowsan. While he was en- 
gaged in the search, Cisey got drunk and 
wis arreBted by a New Y'ork policeman. A 
polico juatico committod him to Black well's 
Inland for thirty days, and at the expiration 
of his term the West Indian official decidod 
that he had onough of New York and re- 
turned to Trinidad.

When the queen's mother, tho Duchess 
of Kent, died, her last words were to 
commend her other daughter, Foodore, 
and the hitter's children to Victoria, and 
as the queen had after her accession 
treated her mother with marked cold- 
ness and neglect, it is not improbable 
that she may have been driven by a cer- 
tain feeling of remorse to be particular- 
ly kind to her Hohcnlohe relatives.

A Model Desk Described For tlio Benefit 
of Aumtour Caliinet Makers. 

A largo dry goods box of proper di- 
nner) si on. s may be transformed into lie 
admirable writing desk by observing 
these directions, which were written for 
Modern Priscillii: Variation in tlio 
length or width i.s of little importance, 
but it is important to have the height 
just what itought to be. To get the cor- 
rect height, measure Home desk at which 
it is easy to write, and bear this meas- 
urement in mind in selecting your box. 
Measurements which will perhaps be 
found as satisfactory as any are as fol- 
lows: Height, US inches; length, 00 
inches; width, 80 or 81 inches. 

Tlio box having been procured, the 
other requisites arc several large sheets 
of blotting paper, a little putty, some 
boards for shelves, enough felt or leath- 
er of a dark red or very dark green to 
cover the top and sides of the desk, 
plenty of small tacks, sejeral hundred 
brass headed tucks, a small brass rod 
for eaeli curtain to run on, material for 
two curtains, some narrow strips of 
dark leather. 

The cover is first nailed firmly to the 
top of the box. Next the arched opening 
on either side is carefully marked at an 
equal distance from each end (care must 
1)0 taken to have the openings high 
enough to admit easily the knees of the 
writer). The openings are then sawed, 
and the bottom is also removed for an 
equal space. Cleats must now ho naileo 
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DESK MADE OF PACKING BOX. 
onto the sides, inside the box, for the 
shelves to rest upon, and the shelves cut 
the proper length. Fill any cracks or 
nail holes on the top with putty. The 
sheets of blotting paper now come into 
use, and are fastened on the top to give 
a perfectly even surface. It is well to 
use several thicknesses of the paper. 

The felt or leather may now ho tacked 
on around the sides first and fastened 
securely and at short intervals by the 
small tacks. The top covering is put on 
last. It must be stretched tight and 
brought over the edge about half or 
three-quarters of an inch and fastened 
neatly and firmly. If the tacks are driv- 
en at regnlar distances, they may all be 
eovored by the larger ones with the 
brass heads which are put in by way of 
ornament all around and down each 
corner. It now remains to fasten a strip 
of leather on the edgo of each shelf and 
around each arched opening. When this 
has been dune the curtain rods are at- 
tached and the curtains hung, either by 
moans of rings running on the rods or 
by making a casing in each curtain and 
running the rod through it. 



A Bamimi I'mlding. 

From Table Talk comes tho recipe for 
this delicious pudding: Cover one-half 
of a box of gelatin with one-half of a 
cup of cold water and let it soak for 
half an hour. Scald a pint of milk, add 
1 cups of granulated sugar to it. Stir 
and cook until tho milk looks blue. 
Pom - the.»nilk over tho gelatin, stir un- 
til it is dissolved, strain into a bowl and 
cool. Peel :t good sized bananas mid 
press tlirough a sieve, add to tho milk 
with a pint of whipped cream and stir 
until the pudding begins to form. Turn 
into individual molds, previously wet 
with cold water, and stand them away 
to solidify. If the pudding seems to lack 
flavor, a few drops of lemon juice or a 
teaspoonful of vanilla will udd to it. 



Tho Cotton Silks. 

Tho summer fabrics known as "cot- 
ton silks" are again to tho fore and are 
if possible more shiny than over. Tlieso 
oomo in dresden and pompadour floral 
figures, stripes, checks, polka dots and 
small all over designs like taffeta sill's. 
These made up with lace and ribbon 
are the coolest of summer gowns for 
nice wear where a transparent organdie 
is out of taste. A silky effect without 
silk is obtained in some goods — satin 
milo — which have printed floral effec •; 
on dark and light grounds in all over or 
striped patterns. The glace or change- 
able swivel silks show white and a color 
anil are sometimes sold as low as ii'.l 
cents; they are 80 inches wide.

An adjourned general mooting of tho 
British Columbia Board of Trade was held 
yesterday afternoon, tho proposed amend- 
ments to the by-laws being tho chief busi- 
ness to be brought forward. Tho newly- 
oleoted president, Mr. D R. Kor, occupied 
the chair. 

Before going on with the regular business, 
tho President — as has been tho oustom upon 
assuming offioe — addressed a fow general 
romarks to the members. Tho board, ho 
was sure, always took a pride in the pro- 
gross of tho city, and he hoped that the 
members would assist him In advancing tho 
commercial interests of Victoria. Constant 
watobfulneBS must bo excrclsod to keep the 
city to tho front in the business of tho pro- 
vince. The timo had come when business 
must bo done on very much finor profits 
than hitherto, and business men must adapt 
thomaelvea to tho timts. Tho eatabliah- 
ment of a telephone liuo between 
Victoria and the Mulnland waa 
uoeded ; it would bring tho city morchanta 
in closer communication with all tho citioa 
on tho Coast, and, with a chargo of Bay not 
more than 25 cents a message, such a line 
would bo of endless advantage to tho trado 
of the city. There had been a groat in- 
crease in tho buaineaa of the Cariboo coun- 
try during the paat your, and Victoria must 
keep alivo and not loso that. Then Victoria 
waa in a moat advantageous position to get 
tho Kootenay trude and should muko strong- 
er ofl'orts there. With cheap freight from 
Europo by Boa, thero wero many lines of 
goods, such as oils and paints, that Viotoria 
should be able to monopoliza. According to 
tho figures sent down by Mr. Cluto, customs 
inspector, the duties alone Id Kootenay for 
May wero $14,111, which Bhowed 
clearly what a largo volume of 
buaineaa was being done there. Let 
tho board take a good lively Interest in the 
matter, and if necessary let thom send a 
man into the Kootenay country to look Into 
tho trado and furniBh information for tho 
merchants of Victoria. To retain her com- 
mercial supremacy, Victoria muBt bo up 
and doing. 

Mr. C Dubois Mason askod to withdraw 
his proposed amendments to the by-laws. 
Thoy only roforred to tho powers of the 
council, and be had sinoo oomo to the con- 
clusion that it would ho boMor to roviso tho 
wholo of the by-laws instead of only con- 
lining the revision to a part of thom. He 
therefore advocated tho appointment of a 
committee to revlte tho wholo of the by- 
laws. 

Mr. A. B. Gray took tho Bamo viow as 
Mr. Mason, and Becondod hia motion. The 
council of the board had informally diacuss- 
ed tho matter and, at their request, Mr. 
Mason had drawn up a now sot of by-laws 
amending the old onea, on tho lines of tho 
by-lawa of the boards of Montreal, Toronto 
and other cities. 

Mr. Mason having been allowed to with- 
draw his proposed amendments, proceeded 
to lay before the board tho by-laws which 
ho suggested he had by direction of the 
counoll followed aa nearly as possible, the 
by-laws of Montreal, Winnipeg and Toronto. 
Thoy wero very muoh tho eamo as the pre- 
sent by-laws of the board, but defined the 
powers of the council, whioh tho present by- 
laws do not. The new by-laws amoDg other 
things made tho voting for tho oouucil by 
ballot, and proposed to raise tho number of 
tho council to fiftoen. Ho then gave notice 
of moving at tho next quartorly meeting in 
September, that his propoaod by laws bo ad- 
opted in place of those ot present existing. 

It was decided to refer tho draft of the 
by-laws to a committee composed cf MeBBrs, 
H. Dubois Mason, E. V. Bodwell, T. 
Futoher, W. Temploman, H. Chapman and 
F. C Davidge. 

The elootion of now members waa next 
proceoded with, the following being elootod : 
John Bryden, M P P., G. A Kirk, of 
Turner, Benton & Co , C. A Stemler, of 
Stcmler & Earle, and James Macrae, agent 
of the North Pacific Steamship Cj. 

The meeting then adjourned.
